THE  2001  Census  has 
revealed  some  very 
worrying  population  trends 
in  Birmingham. 

The  city  is  made  up  of  thirty-nine 
council  wards  and  in  ten  of  these 
the  ethnic  minority  population 
now  nearly  exceeds  that  of  the 
British  population  or  in  some  cases 
actually  dwarfs  it. 

It  ranges  from  49%  in  Ladywood 
to  nearly  82%  in  Handsworth.  As 
these  figures  come  from  the  two 
year-old  survey  they  DO  NOT 
include  asylum  seekers,  illegal 
immigrants,  and  natural  growth 
since  the  census. 

For  this  it  is  quite  reasonable 
to  add  another  5%  to  all  2001 
figures  to  give  a  more  up  to 
date  and  accurate  representation  - 
hence  Ladywood,  given  as  49%, 
should  be  54%. 

Interestingly  the  wards  with  the 
highest  ethnic  minority  population 
also  have  the  highest  percentages 
of  people  under  16,  the  lowest 
percentages  of  people  over  60  and 
the  lowest  average  ages!

Manchester 
faces  new 
health  crisis 

THE  Manchester  Strategic 
Health  Authority,  which  holds 
the  budget  for  health  care 
services  in  Greater  Manchester, 
is  facing  financial  collapse. 

A  report  prepared  by  accountants, 
Grant  Thornton,  predicts  a  deficit 
of  £12  million  for  Manchester’s 
14  Primary  Care  Trusts  by  the 
end  of  this  financial  year,  with 
this  deficit  rising  to  £430  million 
by  2007/8. 

To  cut  costs,  the  new  specialist 
children’s  hospital  in  central 
Manchester  will  be  put  on  hold, 
along  with  plans  for  refurbishing 
Salford’s  Hope  and  Tameside 
General  Hospitals. 

The  financial  crisis  also  means 
that  projects  for  primary  care, 
mental  health,  cardiac  treatment, 
cancer  care  and  intermediate  care 
will  all  face  the  axe. 

Manchester  has  some  of  the  worst 
health  care  indices,  with  average  life 
expectancy  now  one  of  the  lowest 
in  the  country.  The  city  has  higher 
mortality  rates  than  the  national 
average  on  all  the  major  diseases. 
The  crisis  in  Manchester’s  health 
care  services  mirrors  the  rest  of  the 
country  and  exposes  Labour’s  much 
vaunted  increase  in  funding  for  the 
National  Health  Service  as  a  fraud. 
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Asylum  Seekers  Gel  £1  Million  of  Welsh  NHS  Funds 


PATIENTS  in  Wales  waiting 
for  NHS  treatment  have 
been  shunted  to  the  back  of 
the  queue  because  the  Welsh 
Assembly  has  squandered  more 
than  £lm  of  NHS  money  on 
assessing  the  needs  of  and 
looking  after  asylum  seekers. 
The  fact  that  these  desperately 
needed  funds  were  dished  out 
to  asylum  seekers  in  Newport, 
Cardiff,  Wrexham  and  Swansea, 
was  only  revealed  when  Welsh 
Health  Minister,  Jane  Hutt,  was 
pressed  to  explain  the  shortfall  in 
the  health  budget. 

Six  thousand  Welsh  patients,  who 


have  been  waiting  over  1 8  months 
for  health  service  treatment,  have 
been  sacrificed  so  that  recently 
arrived  asylum  seekers  could 
receive  treatment. 

In  a  written  answer  to  her  critics, 
Ms  Hutt  defiantly  reported, 

“Work  is  currently  progressing  to 
determine  the  allocation  levels  to 
local  health  boards  for  the  health 
needs  of  asylum  seekers  in  2003-04. 
“£1,000,531  was  spent  by  the  four 
local  health  boards  in  the  cluster 
areas  in  the  year  2002-03.  This 
money  was  used  to  provide  for 
the  needs  assessments  and  primary 
care  support  of  asylum  seekers.” 
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Asylum  support 
casesare  clogging 
up  our  courts 

Mounting  numbers  of 
cases  asking  for  financial 
support  for  asylum  seekers  who 
have  been  late  registering  their 
asylum  claim  are  “clogging  up” 
the  courts  and  affecting  their 
functioning  as  well  as  costing  “a 
vast  amount  of  public  money”. 
That’ s  according  to  Justice  Maurice 
Kay,  the  judge  in  charge  of  the 
Administrative  Court  list.  He  said 
that  new  cases  were  continuing  to 
come  in  at  a  rate  of  sixty  a  week, 
and  there  was  already  a  backlog  of 
more  than  800  cases. 

Problems  had  arisen  after  the 
introduction  of  section  55  of  the 
2002  Immigration  and  Asylum 
Act  in  January  this  year. 

This  ruled  that  would-be  refugees 
should  apply  for  asylum  immedi¬ 
ately  on  arrival  in  the  UK,  or  as 
soon  as  reasonably  practicable. 
The  cases  causing  the  problems 
involved  emergency  applications 
for  shelter  from  allegedly  destitute 
asylum  seekers,  where  in  90% 
of  cases,  the  courts  ordered  the 
applicants  to  be  given  support.

Here  too,  twelve  months  ago, 
Immigration  Minister,  Beverley 
Hughes,  told  residents  that  the 
Government  would  abide  by  the 
findings  of  the  public  inquiry. 
Now,  in  the  light  of  events  in 
Bicester,  she  has  back-tracked, 
saying  that  John  Prescott  will  make 
the  final  decision.

THE  Government’s  chaotic 
‘dispersal’  policy  of 
spreading  asylum  seekers 
across  the  country  is  having 
a  detrimental  effect  on  the 
basic  education  of  our  British 
youngsters. 

That’s  the  finding  of  the 
education  watchdog,  Ofsted,  in  a 
report  published  in  October. 
Ofsted  looked  at  nursery, 
primary,  middle  and  secondary 
schools  in  11  local  education 
authorities  in  London,  urban 
areas  of  the  East  Midlands  and 
the  North  West,  and  three  shire 
counties. 

The  report  found  numerous  cases 
where  existing  school  resources 
and  staffing  were  being  diverted 
from  British  youngsters  already 
at  the  schools,  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  newly  arrived  asylum 
seekers. 

Many  asylum  seeker  children 
arrived  at  school  without  family 
members,  and  were  not  able 
to  speak  or  understand  English.

Chief  Inspector  of  schools,  David 
Bell,  warned  that  schools  were 
facing  a  very  difficult  process  in 
dealing  with  the  new  arrivals.

According  to  the  Open  Democracy 
website,  a  recent  MORI  poll  found 
that  23%  of  those  interviewed  said 
they  were  unhappy  at  the  multi¬ 
racial  society  in  Britain. 

Open  Democracy  reported: 

“It  is  noticeable  that  people  who 
are  most  likely  to  disagree  that  it  is 
a  good  thing  that  Britain  is  a  multi¬ 
cultural  or  multi-racial  country  live 
in  mostly  white  areas.  20%  of 
Britons  disagree  that  it  is  a  good 
thing  that  Britain  is  multi-racial; 
in  the  north-east  and  south-west  of 
England,  rather  more  do;  in  London 
only  5%  do.  ” 


The  survey  figures  were  revealed 
in  ‘The  People  Flow’  debate 
conducted  by  Open  Democracy 
which  examined  the  question  of 
how  Europe  should  address  the 
mass  movement  of  asylum-seekers, 
refugees  and  economic  migrants 
over  the  next  fifty  years. 

David  Blunkett  and  Trevor  Phillips 
joined  immigration  experts  to 
discuss  Britain’s  migration  policy 
debate  and  how  our  nation-state 
is  coping  with  the  challenge  of 
finding  definition  and  cohesion  in 
a  world  of  flux. 

Both  the  Home  Secretary  and  the 
CRE  boss  took  time  out  to  admit 
the  BNP’s  relevance  to  the  British 
people  and  compliment  us  on  our 
election  campaigns  this  summer. 
David  Blunkett  said: 

“The  statistics  indicate  that  we  do 
not  invent  the  feelings  people  have.

ON  January  29th  2004, 
Home  Secretary,  David 
Blunkett,  will  press  ahead  with 
his  lunatic  legislation  to 
downgrade  cannabis  from  a 
Class  B  to  Class  C  drug.

The  application  for  a  traditional  hog 
roast  stall  in  Bath  City  centre  was 
refused  after  police  said  it  might 
upset  animal  rights  campaigners. 
Trader,  Marie  Gibson,  wanted  to 
bring  the  traditional  method  of 
cooking  a  whole  pig  on  a  spit  to 
Union  Street  each  Sunday. 

In  a  letter  to  the  council  a 
spokesman  for  the  police’s  city 
centre  team  claimed  that  such  a  stall 
would  be  inappropriate  as  it  would 
offend  animal  rights’  campaigners 
and  others. 

But  this  was  quickly  denied  by 
Sarah  Broadwith,  of  Bath  Animal 
Rights  group,  who  said  it  was  a 
step  too  far. 

“To  my  knowledge  there  has  never 


“giving  the  industry  a  bad  name”. 
This,  of  course,  comes  from  NFU 
leader,  Sir  Ben  Gill,  who  recently 
received  a  knighthood  for  ‘services 
to  farming’  -  although  many  say 
‘services  to  Labour’  would  be  a 
better  way  of  putting  it! 

David  Handley,  the  dairy  farmer 
whose  true  Brit  determination 
almost  brought  down  the 
Government  in  the  fuel  protests, 
describes  FFA  as  “just  an  informal 
network  of  angry  farmers  -  albeit 
with  an  ability  to  deploy  hundreds 
of  people  around  the  country  in 
coordinated  mass  pickets”. 

The  current  dispute  is  over  a  two 
or  three  pence  increase  for  dairy 


been  a  protest  against  a  hog  roast.  It 
is  minor  compared  to  other  things 
such  as  fox  hunting,  ritual  slaughter 
and  vivisection. 

“If  you  start  on  hog  roasts,  it  could 
be  Sunday  lunches  in  pubs  next.  It 
is  just  people  eating  meat.  I  think  it 
is  all  rather  bizarre.” 

But  actually  it’s  not  bizarre  at  all  - 
Left-wing  councillors  believe  that 
Britons  eating  pork  might  offend 
Muslims  and  must  be  stopped. 

It’s  another  draconian  measure  by 


farmers  on  a  litre  of  milk,  not  a  lot  of 
money  you  may  think,  but  enough  to 
make  the  difference  between  farmers 
breaking  even  or  going  bust. 

FFA  complain  that  while  the 
farm-gate  price  for  milk,  currently 
around  1 8p  a  litre,  has  fallen  dramat¬ 
ically  in  recent  years,  it  still  sells  for 
about  43p  a  litre  in  supermarkets. 

In  other  words  the  processors  and  the 
supermarkets  are  effectively  squeezing 
the  life  out  of  Britain’s  dairy  farmers 
as  they  greedily  strive  to  maximise 
their  corporate  profit  margins. 

Dairy  Crest,  the  country’s  largest 
milk  processor,  whines  it  has  met 
Mr  Handley  in  an  attempt  to  reach 
a  compromise  and,  as  a  result, 
had  increased  its  farm-gate  price 
by  a  meagre  0.8  pence  per  litre! 
Understandably  Mr  Handley  and 
FFA  remain  unimpressed: 

“People  are  absolutely  desperate,  the 
processors  want  to  dig  in  and  make 
life  difficult.  The  position  is  dire.” 
One  dairy  farmer  summed  up  the 
predicament  faced  by  many  dairy 
farmers: 

“I  am  making  no  money  and  am 
being  kept  afloat  by  the  bank 
manager.  Things  have  never  been 
so  bad.  We  have  to  take  action 
now,  or  soon  we’ll  all  be  out  of 
business.”

ATURDAY  11th  of  October 
saw  London  BNP  members 
handing  out  leaflets  entitled 
“Save  Britain  From  Europe”  to 
the  demoralised  members  of  the 
United  Kingdom  Independence 
Party  as  they  left  their  annual 
party  conference  held  in 
Westminster,  Central  London. 
Disillusioned  UKIP  delegates 
eagerly  snapped  up  our  informative 
literature  spelling  out  to  them  the 
woes  of  their  own  party.  These 
include  the  financial  problems  that 
now  dog  the  party,  attempts  by 
their  NEC  to  impose  candidates  on 
regions,  the  defection  of  one  of 
their  MEPs  to  the  Tories,  as  well  as 
vast  overspending  on  Scottish  and 
Welsh  elections,  and  many  of  their 
other  problems.
